CORPORATION OF CALCUTTA. 


Iw exercise of the powers conferred by section 565 of the Caloutta Municipal Act, 1899 
it is hereby declared that the General Committee of the Corporation of Caloutta intend to 


submit the following draft bye-laws for the consideration of the Corporation, - _ 
Any person having any objection to the bye-laws should submit it in writing to the 

Chairman of the Corporation betore the 1st October 1903 :-— 

Bye-laws, section 559 (18), prohibiting or regulating the placing of obstructions, projections, or 
encroachments or the depositing of materials or goods, ina public street, or in or over any 
drain or aqueduct in a public street or on any land vested in the Corporation. 


1. When any person has, whether before or after the passing of these bye-laws, placed 
or allowed to be wd) any wall, fence, rail, post, platform, plank, culvert or other masonry 
or brick-work erection (not being a fixture attached to a building within the meaning of 
section 341 of the Act) or any structure, in such a position as to cause & projection, encroach- 
ment, or obstruction over or on any public street or over or in an drain or aqueduct in a 

lic street or over or on any land vested in the Corporation, the Chairman may, by written 
notice, require the owner of, or the person who has erected such wall, fence, rail, post, 
platform, plank, oulvert, erection or structure to remove the same, and any person who fails 
to comply with the terms of such notice shall be liable to a daily fine which may extend to 
Rs, 10 per diem for every day after the date of service during which he shall continue to fail 
to comply with the same. . 2 f 

2. "No person shall Jace or leave any earth, rubbish, furniture, wares, merchandise, 
bale, bag, lamp, cask, tub, basket, pail, bucket, grain, timber (in the form of logs or 
Resting, scrap metal, goods or buildin materials, or place or use any standing place, stool, 
Dench, stall, or show-board in any public street or in any drain or aqueduct in a public 
street or on any land vested in the Corporation, or shall place any blind, shade, covering, 
awning or other projection over or along any such public street, drain, aqueduct, or land 
vested in the Corporation without or otherwise than in conformity with the terms of a license 
granted by the Obairmen in this behalf. 

8. No person shall aap hang up, or otherwise expose for sale any goods, wares, 
morchandiso, fruit, vegetables, matter or other article whatsoever, so as to cause a projection 
into or over any public street, drain or aqueduct in a public street or land vested in the 
Corporation, or so as to obstruct or incommode the passage of any ae over or along a 
public street without or otherwise than in conformity with the terms of a license granted by 
the Chairman in this behalf. 

4. No person shall place any line, cord, wire, pole or plank across any public street or 
hang or place anything thereon or erect any archway or gate over or upon any public street, 
drain or aqueduct in a public street or land vested in the Corporation without or otherwise 
than in conformity with the terms of a license granted by the Chairman in this behalf, 

5. Any person who causes any obstruction, reeves or encroachment in a publie 
street in the manner indicated in bye-laws 2, 3 and 4 hereof shall cause the same to be 
lighted during the night to the satisfaction of the District Engineer, and shall take such 
precautions as the District Hugineer shall deem fit for guarding against accident. 

The Chairman may, by written notice, require any such person to provide such lights 
and to take such precautions as may be specified in the notice, and every person who fails to 
comply with such notice shall be liable to a daily fine which may extend to Rs. 10 per diem 
for every day after the date of the service of the notice during which he shall continue to fail 
to comply with the same. 

6. ‘No barber shall ply his trade in or upon any “ public street” in such a manner as to 
obstruct or incommode the passage of any person over or along the same. 

7, No person shall shoe or allow to be shod any horse, pony, donkey, mule, bullock, 
buffalo or other four-footed animal in or upon any “public street.” : 

8. No person shall wash any carriage, cart, utensils, clothes or animal in or upon any 
public street. 

9. No person shall tether or allow to be tethered or allow to stray any horee, pony, 
pase Spree gai bull, cow, calf, goat, sheep, buffalo or other similar animal in or upon 
auy public . 

10. No person shall leave a carriage or cart standing in a public street unattended. 

11. No person shell bathe or wash himsolf in a public street. 

12, Any n who shall commit a breach of bye-laws 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and ll 
hereof shall be liable to a fine which may extend to Rs. 20, and, in the case of continuin, 
‘breach, to a fine which may extend to Rs. 10, for every day during which the rate 
continues after conviction for the first breach.
